June Propagation 


One thing 10-Meter and VHF operators really look forward to this time of year is Sporadic E 
skip. AS we move into June we can already see that there is some great propagation 
happening. The map below is from the 6-Meter band on Wednesday evening, May 31st. 
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There were multiple single-hop contacts happening thanks to a strong E-Layer over West 
Virginia, Tennessee and Kentucky; as well as other active E-Regions over California and 
Colorado enabling communications over 1000 km. 


Sporadic E events should last into early July, and should help us out with Field Day as well. 
Listen for it on 10-Meters, 6-Meters and even 2-Meters, where you may hear signals from 
hundreds of miles away. Even the regular FM broadcast band can activate - giving opportunities 
to hear FM stations in Bermuda, the Carolinas, and even as far south as the Caribbean. 
Because it is "sporadic" you won't hear it a// the time, as it comes and goes without warning.

Mark it down in your calendars! Field Day this year is due to take place over the weekend of 
June 24-25. Our field day committee is planning something a little different this year. The event 
will be an open house as well as a field day and will take place in Victoria Park, Charlottetown, 
near Kiwanis Dairy Bar on Saturday, the 24th, from 3:00 P.M. (1500) to 8:00 P.M. (2000), as well 
as Sunday, the 25th, from 12:00 noon (1200) to 3:00 P.M. (1500).
